The Mississippi Valley Trust Co. went 
to extra trouble in financing George J. 
Kobusch’s Philadelphia suburban rail- 
road, according to Breckinridge Jones, 
president of the eompany, because it 
had to investigate the securities and 
send its officers out of town on various 
' trips. 

He was testifying Monday in the suit 
Kobusch has brought to recover $375,000 
which, he says, he had to pay above 
the legal rate of interest on $1,900,000 
the trust company lent him. 

Jones was asked if the 
intricate’ services of which he spoke 


were not chiefly for the protection of 
the trust company. 
Helped Kobusch Elsewhere. 

“Yes, but they also enabled Mr. Ko- 
busch to get money from other sources,”’ 
he replied. ‘We carried him a vrear 
longer than we agreed on, and made 
hin personal loans. At the approach of 
the panic in 1997 we e&tended the loan 
a year ana carried him through, and he 
often spoke afterward of how pleased 
and gratified he was that we had done 
so. He agreed to the sum we named as 
proper return fur cur services, and made 
no complaint until just wagin'} this suit 
was filed.” 
~Kobusch was building the Philadel- 
phia & Western Railroad, intended to 

h a new suburban subdivision of 

ijJadeiphia and to tap a coal field. It 

is 15 miles long. The trust company 
- agreed to finance the deal. 

Jones’ deposition is being taken in 
Sears Lehmann’s office in the Laclede 
Building, before former Judge Jesse A. 
McDonald. He had at hand several 
hundred letters and telegrams concern- 
ing the Kobusch deal, some of which 
were introduced from time to time. 


More Than Legal Hate Due. 

The purpose of Jones’ testimony was 
to show that the trust company was 
éntitled to more than the legal interest 
6n account of the character of service 
it gave and the extra precautions it 
téok to protect itself. 

Jones said he made a trip to St. Au- 
gtstine, Fla., to talk over the deal with 
Clark and that other offers of the com- 
pany went to Philadelphia several times. 
He exhibited drafts ranging from $20,000 
to $200,000, showing when Kobusch drew 
om his loan account. 

One of the letters Jones produced was 
from Kobusch, dated March 30, 1906, in 
which Kobusch explained that he would 
not be able to sell the stocks and bonds 
of the Randolph Coal and Mining Co., 
as he had expected, because another 
man bad an option on them. 

“It was part of our agreement.” Jones 
said, “that he was to pay $200,000 April 
1, 190, from the sale of these stocks 
and bonds, and the company was dis- 
appointed in that. We did not get that 
Money until along in August and Sep- 
tember.

$124.92 Monday from Max Risch, the

A romantic attachment between Harry 
Van Waringa, a convict, and a young 
Woman of good family, who until a few 
days ago lived in Jefferson City, was 
discovered just in time, the officials 
hope, to prevent the marriage which 
was intended to follow the man’s re- 
lease. The discovery has resulted in 
new rules intended to prevent future af- 
fairs of the same sort. . 

The acquaintance was formed when 
the young woman, following the custom 
of Sunday recreation seekers in Jeffer- 


son City, went to the penitentiary chap- 
el services. Van Waringa, a profes- 
sional musician, was first violinist and 
leader of the prison orchestra, whose 
music was the principal feature attract- 
ing visitors to the service. 


Women Are to Be Barred. 
Only men will have the privilege of 


hearing the orchestra in future, under 
a rule which went into effect - yester- 
day, and which was the direct result of 
the Van Waringa disclosures. But at 
the time when the young woman paid 
her first visit to the services last fall, 
no one had tried to cross the line that 
divided the guests from those for whom 
the service was primarily intended. 

Chaplain Martin saw no harm, at that 
time, in the presence of women visit- 
ors. They helped in the singing, and 
they increased the wmterest of the con- 
victs in the service. He had particular 
cceasion to notice the effect produecd 
. on Van Waringa by the appreciation of 
his playing shown by the young woman. 

Attracted by the prisoner’s musical 
ability, and by his broad shoulders and 
black eyes, she became a regular at- 
tendant. at the Sunday services, and 
sought, . to show her interest by bring- 
ing mtisic for the orchestra to play. 

»AShaplain Delivers Note. 

iVan “Waringa, as leader of the orches- 
tra, wrote a note to her thanking her 
for the music, and asked the chaplain to 
give her the note. The minister saw 
ho reason why he should not do so, but 
to assure himself that nothing was 
wrong, he read the note. It was formal 
and merely courteous, and he gave it 
to the young woman. 

More music kept coming to the or- 
chestra, and each gift or loan was ac- 
knowledged by a note. The chaplain 
glanced at one or two of the notes, 
then took to delivering. or mailing them 
without examination. That was where, 
as he now freely admits, the chaplain 
made a mistake. 

Monday, May 29, was the time set for 
- Yan Waringa's release, he having re- 
duced. his two-years’ sentence to 18 
months by good behavior. Two weeks 
before that time a keeper found in the 
musician’s cell a 25-page letter from the 
young woman. Its opening phrases in- 
Gicated a strong attachment, and the 
rest of the letter contained complete 
plans for her marriage to Van Warin- 
ga immediately on his release. 

Warden Andrae reported the situation 
te Gov. Hadley and Secretary of State 
Roach, and through friends in Jefferson 
City the young woman was persuaded 
to go to her parents’ home in another 
part of the State. Van WaringS. was 
“@ressed out’’ a day ahead of time, and 
went to Kansas City. His former wife, 
who divorced him when he was sent to 
the penitentiary for selling a mortgaged 
¢ornet, lives there. 


Convinced of Mistake. 
The young woman's friends say she 


bas been convinced of. her mistake, and 
has promised to try and forget Van 
Waringa, He t& a. native of Holland, 
and was, formerly a bandmaster in St. 
Joseph, where he was convicted. 
Besides the closing of the chapel serv- 
ice to women: visitors, a rule has been 
adopted for rigid scrutiny of women 
who are weekday visitors, other than

PAY ENVELOPE IS MISSING 


First Theory Was That He Had 
Shot Himself After Gamb- 
ling Money Away. 


‘Harry Kallends, 20 years old, shot in 
the right temple, died in an Alton hos- 
pital at 1 a m. Monday, seven hours 
after he was found wounded and uncon- 
scious in a dense undergrowth known 
as The Willows, near the Illinois Glass 
Co’s factory in Upper Alton, where he 
worked. 

It was at first thought that he had 
shot himself, but later three men were 


arrested, to be held pending 2 coroner's 
inquest set for Monday night. 

Albert de Wellen gave the information 

. on which the arrests were made. He 
told the police that he was near the 
clump of willows when he heard two 
shots and a minute later he saw three 
men run from the willows and jump on 
& passing interurban trolley car. 

James Christ, Angel Zrada and Nick 
Mono were arrested when the car 
reached Alton. 

De Wellen says that after hearing the 
shots he went into the willows and 
found Kallends unconscious. His right 
arm was raised as though he had held 
@ weapon or tried to ward off a blow 
and a revolver was lying near him. Two 
shells were empty. 

Policeman Chris Ulrich reported that 
when he reached the willows he found 
that one of Kallends’ coat pockets and 
one of his trousers pockets were partly 

, pulled out. 

Though he had drawn his wages, 
amounting to $20, Saturday night, no 
money was found in his clothing. 

Christ, Zrada and Mono deny knowl- 
edge of the shooting. They say they 
were walking near the willows when 
they heard a shot, and that fear caused 
tiem to run away. 

De Wellen says that some employes 
of the glass works have been accus- 
tomed to go to the willows to gamble, 
ecpecially on pay days, ‘ 

The first theory was that Kallends 
hitied himself after losing all of his 
inoney in a gambling game.

the United States Steel Corporation it is a con- 
fession of momentous import. The most modern 
of merged interests has grown beyond the pos- 
sibility of legal private management. It has be- 
come too big and powerful to transact business 
under rules and laws which were made in con- 
templation of no such mighty development. 

The Steel Corporation, Judge Gary declares, has 
no wish to do business in violation of the law. 
There is no reason to disbelieve him. He says 
the Corporation has spent thousands of dollars 
in collecting and collating information about it- 
self for the Government. It is an organization 
without secrets. It has always taken the public 
into its confidence. It has made no concealment 
of its connection with the Iron & Steel Insti- 
tute, supposed to be the price-fixing organiza- 
tion of the steel business. Judge Gary evinced 
no disposition to withhold from the Stanley Com- 
mittee any information within his power to give. 

But Mr. Gary said it was practically impossible 
to do business profitably on this great scale, that 
is, jt is practically impossible to do a great busi- 
ness on the plane of most efficient organization 
and highest economy without coming into con- 
flict with the law. * 

Standard Oil, seeking monopoly as well as 
efficiency and economy, ran into the law and its 
dissolution was ordered The Tobacco Trust, with 
the same purposes, met the same fate. The Steel 
Corporation seeking the highest efficiency 
through perfect organization and the greatest 
economy through perfect methods of production, 
transportation and distribution, finds monopoly 
an all but inescapable incident and sees it as an in- 
evitable consequence with dissolution as its fate, 
unless the Government, by regulation, makes law- 
ful what is not lawful now. 

Judge Gary is the first man engaged in big 
business to admit that trade under private man- 
agement is no longer possible without violation 
either of statutes or unwritten rules of action, 
which express the sentiment of the people and 
are in harmony with fundamental principles of 
government and our institutions. He is by no 
means the first to have declared the Government 
regulation of private business is the only appar- 
ent alternative to acceptance of Socialistic prin- 
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EDISON’S NEW STORAGE BATTBRY. 

The world is so accustomed to regarding 

Thomas A. Edison as the source of new electrical 
devices that it will not be surprised to hear that 
he has perfected a storage battery so light it can 
be carried in a suitcase and so adaptable that it 
can be recharged in three minutes with enough 
power to drive a vehicle 60 or 70 miles. However, 
the world will want to see a demonstration of the 
battery, a bit of skepticism which involves no dis- 
courtesy to Mr. Edison. 

In its influence on every-day existence nothing 
.could be more momentous than the storage bat- 
tery Mr. Edison describes. Applied to street cars 
it would take the dangerous, unsightly wires and 
poles out of the streets. It would make light elec- 
tric vehicles cheap and dependable. For urban 
use huge touring cars are not adaptable and high 
ppeed is undesirable. Making the horse still more 
out of place in the cities yould improve sanitary 
conditions and bring clean streets. Collateral ad- 
vantages and benefits suggest themselves.

We may accept Judge Gary’s conclusion that 
big business as now organized cannot be harmon- 
ized with our existing laws and institutions. But 
the fault lies with the b.g business organization. 
It is organized on the wrong basis. There must 
be a revolution, as Judge Gary suggests, but it 
will be a revolution of monopolized big business, 
not of the Government. Liberty and equality 
will be preserved. 


Mr. Carnegie indorses Judge Gary’s scheme for 
Government regulation of big business. He says 
no more multimillionaires will be made. The 
canny Scot wants to save what he has got even 


if the Government must be revolutionized to 
do it. 
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EMPLOYMENT AGENCY REGULATION. 
A Post-Dispatch reader bitterly condemns the 
private employment agencies and charges that 
they are “allowed by law to charge five per 
cent of the first year’s wages, and a proportion- 
ate amount for any time less than that.” This, 
he concludes, “is a tremendous drain on any 
man or woman seeking employment, because in 





nearly every case these people are in straitened 


circumstances and of all people need every cent 
they can make.” 

It is evident from the constant complaints that 
the law regulating employment agencies, which 
Was passed in 1909, needs amendment so as to 
safeguard the interests of the unemployed. The 
1909 law provides that not more than one dol- 
lar shall be charged any person for “registra- 
tion fee” and that, in case employment is not 
found. for the applicant within one month, this 
fee shall be returned to the applicant. Not a 
word is said in regard to any other fee, pay- 
ment, or percentage to be charged. 

That a fee of one dollar per month for every 
applicant would amply pay any enterprising 
employment bureau is probable from the figures 
given by the State Employment Bureau. In the 
eleven months covered by the report made Oc 
tober 1, 1910, this bureau found work for 4608 
persons. Had a $1.00 fee been charged, this 
would have meant an income of $4608 for the 
bureau. And yet this State bureau doeg little 
or no advertising and is comparatively unknown 
and unused by the unemployed element. It would 
appear that from registration fees alone, the 
private employment bureau could be run with 
profit. 

The law should be amended so as to state 
clearly the maximum that any employment 
agency may charge an applicant for employment. 
If it is found that the registration fees are not 
sufficient to give the agent reasonable profit, 
taking into consideration his profit from fees re- 
cetved_from employers, the matter should be ad- 
justed.” But the present system of permitting 
agencies to charge “all the traffic will bear” 
should be abolished. Employment agenctes should 
not be allowed to run by gouging the unem 
ployed.

PROMOTERS GETTING BUSY 





Sam Langford Is Opponent Most 
Likely to Be Sent After 
Big Champion. 





WASHINGTON, June 5.—Jack Joha- 
s0n and Sam Langford will fight on 
the. outskirts of Washington on Labor 
day, if the plans of a group of sport- 
ing men are successful, and Gov. 
Crothers of Maryland does not order 
out the militia to stop the bout 

On the closing day of the last session 
of the Maryland Legislature a bill was 
rushed through giving the International 
Aviation Co. the right to hold all sorts 
of sporting and athletic events at Col- 
lege Park, which adjoins Bladensburg 
on the District of Columbia and Mary- 
iand State line. The bill consisted of 
many pages. In thé last paragraph 
there is a clause which allows uniim- 
ited boxing events to be held. 

The bill was signed by Gov. Crothers, 
but many think he may have ov erlooked 
the fight clause. 

State Senator Andrew J. Cummings, 
commonly called “Cy,” a former well- 
known athlete, offered the bill at the 
request of Robert Wells, a Washington 
and Maryland lawyer, and close friend 
of Senator Rayner. ‘Some of Wells’ 
friends have formed a syndicate for the 
purpose of pulling off the bout. and 
they are now dealing with Johnson and 
Langford. 

Working in Secret. 

The entire matter has been clothed in 
the greatest secrecy. The promoters of the 
fight have been anxious to avoid all pub- 
icity until the arrangements should be 
completed. They fear that a how! will be 
raised in the vicinity which may reverber- 
ate through the entire State. The election 
for governor will be due in the fall and 
they hope to keep Gov. Crothers from in- 
terfering by the promise of their support 
at the polls. 

The company already has leased a large 
tract of land adjoining Bladensburg and 
intends to start the construction of an 
arena as s00n as the fighters sign up. 
“Phil” Steubener, who maintained a road- 
house {in Bladensburg for many years, is 
one of the nominal leaders in the project. 
He is being assisted by J. E. Taylor, who 
was connected with the promoters of the 
Johnson-Jeffries fight at Reno. Taylor is 
now out of Washington and is supposed 
to be in New York and Boston trying to 
conclude arrangements with the fighters. 

In speaking of the matter today, State 
Senator Cummings admitted that he had 
got a bill through the Legislature that 
would permit finish fights without fear of 
molestation from State officials, 

Governor May Not Interfere. 
“I feel absolutely confident that the bill 


which was passed by the last Legislature 
will safeguard owners of the privilege 
from State interference if the bout is ar- 
ranged,’ said Mr. Cummings. “I do not be- 
lieve that Gov. Crothers would attempt to 
usurp the powers of the Constitution by 
trying to stop the fight. There ig no con- 
stitutional ground on which he could in- 
terfere, and I do not think he will-attempt 
to do so.’

Miss Rorert, whose engagement to 
Dannenbrink was revealed by the drown- 
ing of the young man, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday that he had told 
her of having placed her name on his 
application as beneficiary of the policy. 
She went to East Carondelet Monday to 
watch the search for his body. 

Dr. A. H. Bradley, who examined Dan- 
ner brink last Monday for insurance in 
the Prduential life Insurance Co., said 
that the final approval of the application 
had been delayed, awaiting a further 
ex.amination, but that there had been lit- 
te doubt of Dannenbrink’s getting the 
pelicvy. He was a railroad vard foreman, 

Dannenbrink was one of a party of 
seven, four of whom lost their lives in 
the launch accident. A _ fifth drowning 
accurred Sunday at the foot of a North 
S:. Louis street. None 4f the bodies 
raa been recovered Monday.

The Totsch brothers and their five 


companions got into the launch at 
Schwartztrauber Park, East Carondelet. 
Most of them were members of the 
Sportsman Bowling Club, which was 
holding a picnic at the park. Finley 
and Dannenbrink were there as guests, 
and the launch, which belonged to Dan- 
iel Carroll, was provided by Finley. 

A ferryboat, staring at the same time 
as the launch, made the water rough, 
and as the launch got well out into the 
channel, waves began to lap over ‘its 
sides. The weight of the party was un- 
equally divided and the stern dipped 
water. Thereupon the men moved 
forward, causing thé stern to fly up 
and the bow to sink sharply into the 
water, capsizing the craft. 

Al Singer of Carondelet was on the 
shore and he started in a launch to res- 
cue the men. Thomas O’Rourke, who 
went with him, threw ropes to Moser 
and Henry Tc.-ch of the seven who 
were with difficulty keeping afloat in 
the water. 


Ferryboat to Rescue. 
The ferryboat crew, seeing the strug- 


gling men, scopped their boat, lowered a 
lifeboat and made for the scene. The 
lifeboat picked up Finley. He was swim- 
ming toward shore, and believed he 
would have made it. 

Young Dietrich was the first to sink. 
Charles Totsch, ordinarify a good swim- 
mer, was soor exhausted. Mastebrook 
got an oar which was thrown to him 
from the rescue launch, but failed to 
make the right use of it, and took it 
down with him. 

Mastebrook had a wife and a 10-year- 
old son. Young Dietrich is survived by 
his father and three sisters. 

The body of a man who was drowned 
at the foot of East Prairie.avenue and 
who shouted for help to four fishers 
who saw him sinking for the last time, 
has not been rec@vered.
